duced profound distress and a 
sense of illness—yet with these was 
the wish born of quiet courage and 
habit of duty to make light of ill- 


adding to the wear and tear of the 
fever. 
Second Phase. 

“Toward the end of this first 
phase came accentuation of pleuri- 
tic friction which extended to the 
diaphragm. 

“The second phase was one of 
increasing toxemia with dusky ap- 
pearance—dry cracked tongue, 
period of delirium, exhaustion—in 
short, a clinical picture resembling 
that of a case of severe typhoid fe- 
ver, in the third and fourth weeks, 
but with added anxiety of attacke 
of dyspnea (difficult breathing) 
}and cyanosis (a condition when in- 
suffiicent aeration of the blood 
causes the skin to turn blue) due 
to the strain on the heart. With 
the next phase came abatement of 
the fever and some evidence of lo- 
calization. The blood culture was 
now negative, toxemia was less, de- 
lirium subsiding. 

“Localization in the right lung 
did not result, at this stage, in ef- 
fusion, as shown by puncture and 
excellent radiographs. A few days 
later the temperature rose rather 
abruptly to a higher level and on 
Dec. 12 there was evidence at the 
extreme right base of § effusion 
which had commenced between the 
lung an the diaphragm. 

“Draining by means of a rib re- 
section (cutting out a piece of 
bone) was performed the same day 
under a general anesthesia— gas, 
oxygen, ether.* 

Progress Gradually Localized. 

“A prominent organism in the 
empyema has now been established 
to be identical with the streptococ- 
cus found in the blood. Though 
the infective progress has become 
gradually localized, its severity, 
coupled with lowered vitality, re- 
sulting from the length of the ill- 
ness, must make progress of the 
healing dificult and tedious. Local 
sloughing, however, is less pro- 
nounced today and tissue reaction 
is apparent. 

“To stimulate the vitality of the 
tissues, brief genera] exposure to 
ultra-violet rays from a mercury 
lamp have been made each day 
since Dec. 15. The effect of these 
exposures is being checked by leu- 
cocyte counts and estimation of 
the bactericidal power of the pa- 
tient’s blood. There is reason to

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ACTION ON POISON 
CHARGE AWAITS 
DOCTOR'S REPOR! 


Tests in Case of James Ed- 
wards, Who Says Wife 
Poisoned Him, Will 
Take Several Days.

Post-Dispatch. 

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Dec. 20. 
—Prosecuting Attorney Kearbey, 
who is investigating charges 
against Mrs.. Nora Souders Ed- 
wards, 37 years old, accused by 
her third husband of trying to 
poison him for his $759 insurance, 
wrote today to Dr. James Stew- 
art, State Health Commissioner, 
inquiring as to the procedure in 
post-mortem examinations for poi- 
son. 

“I am not prepared to state at 
this time that we will exhume the 
body of Forrest Edwards, the 14- 
year-old stepson of Mrs. Edwards 
who died last Aug. Kearbey 
said. “I think that the body will 
eventually have to be exhumed. I 
am writing to Dr. Stewart and to 
a St. Louis pathologist asking for 
some particulars concerning post- 
mortem examinations for poison. 

“We have not yet had the re- 
port from St. Louis on the condi- 
tion of James Edwards, the de- 
fendant’s 61-year-old husband, 
who is partly paralyzed and be- 
lieves his condition is due to poi- 
son. We want full details of James 
Edwards’ condition before we con- 
sider exhuming Forrest Edwards’ 
body. TI retire from office Dec. 
31, but my successor, O. A. Ted- 
rick, has said that he will pick 
up the investigation where I leave 
hai 

Mrs. Edwards is now at liberty 
under $1000 bail. She is charged 
with attempted murder, in an in- 
formation filed by Prosecuting At- 
torney Kearbey, and will have a 
hearing Dec. 28. With her 6-year- 
old daughter, Mildred, Mrs. Ed- 
wards appeared on the downtown 
streets of Poplar Bluff yesterday 
for the first time since her arrest 
Monmilay afternoon. 

She denies any attempt to poi- 
son her husband, saying: ‘Why, 
I went 6Wt and borrowed money 
so IT could feed that man and buy 
clothes for his children.” 

Four persons close to Mrs. Ed- 
wards who died in her various res 
‘dences were: Fred Padgett, her 
first husband, who died suddenly 
in 1924 after they had been mar- 
ried 14 years: Ethel May Padget*, 
her 13-year-old daughter, who died 
suddenly four days before her 
mother married her second husband 
in April, 1927; A. X. Harris, 60- 
year-old butcher, who died in Jan- 
uary, 1928, nine months after mar- 
rying her, and Forrest Edwards, 
the stepson, who died last Aug. 3 

Forrest Edwards was insured 
for $495; 
$250: Harris for about $1259. 
There was no insurance on Padgett. 


Dr. J. Cc. Bram of the Baptist 
Hospital, where Edwards, the third 
husband, is a patient, said today 
he could not report on the possi- 
ple presence of poison in Edwards’ 
system until he completed tests 
that are likely to require several 
days. The 61-year-old husband told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, from his 
hospital bed, that he had changed 
the beneficiary in his insurance 
policies so that, in case of death, 
his money will not go to his wife.

Stockholders of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. and the Mer-

Stockholders of the Mississippi 
Valley will be entitled to subscribe 
to 63% per cent of the new stock 
and stockholders of the Merchants- 
Laclede to subscribe to 36 % per 
cent at a price of $170 a share.

BREWERS WANT LAGER BEER 
MADE LEGAL BY GOVERNMENT 


It Is Non-Intoxicating With Just 
Enough Alcohol to Give It a 
Tang, Leader Says. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—Jacob Rup- 
pert, president of the United States 
Brewers’ Association, which as- 
sembled today to reorganize on 2 
membership basis, described lager 
beer as containing just enough al- 
cohol to give it a tang and not 
enough to intoxicate a normal 
adult. He said temperance senti- 
ment in the habits of the p ople 
paralleled the development of the 

lager beer business. 

“Before the war, America was a 
sober nation, not. by compulsion, 
but by the voluntary action of the 
people,” he said. “The rapid dis- 
sipation of this sentiment under 
national prohibition has undone the 
work of 50 years of temperance 
teaching. 

“With the advent of prohibition, 
the Federal Government, under 
the pressure of the Anti-Saloon 
League ,entered into a conspiracy 
to destroy the brewing industry. 

“The cereal beverage manufac- 
turer has not had a square deal 
from the Government. At the out- 
set, the Prohibition Department 
turned a deaf ear to the protests

of the law-abiding brewer, who not 
only complained of the unfair com- 
petition of those who were turn- 


ing out real beer, but furnished arf- | 


fidavits which gave full particulars. 

“As brewers, we want Congress 
to legalize the sale of light beer, 
subject to affirmation or denial by 
legislation in each state, or to lo- 
cal option within the states. 

“In the reorganization of the as- 
sociation on a membership basis, 
the membership will continue to 
be restricted to brewers who are 
operating their business according 
to law.”
